GENTLEMEN, 

In  the  compilation  of  Reports  of  Health  of  Townships 
under  the  exigencies  of  War  a lethargic  condition  is  apt  to  possess 
one.  The  hopes  and  fears,  mental  and  physical  strain,  together 
with  some  sacrifice  in  the  interest  of  Empire,  are  sapping  the 
energies  from  every  unit  in  the  sum  of  forces.  The  powers  of 
youth  and  manhood  withdrawn  from  the  Township,  the  industrial 
upheaval,  the  carnage  and  wastage  of  battle  will  have  to  be 
replaced,  and  the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  Towns 
become  more  imperative.  Economical  considerations  will  have 
to  be  practised,  education  and  industry  promoted,  and  the 
physical  standard  maintained. 
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REPORT. 


General  Observations  on  the  Sickness  and  Mortality. 

During  the  year  1914  there  has  been  little  mortality  from 
epidemic  or  infectious  disease,  the  Infant  mortality  has  decreased, 
and  the  general  death-rate  is  not  high. 

The  mortality  rate  is  chiefly  from  those  illnesses  arising 
from  the  climatic  conditions  of  a northerly  and  wet  portion  of 
the  British  Isles,  such  illnesses  as  Heart  and  Lung  diseases.  Both 
the  young  and  the  aged  are  victims  more  particularly  to  atmos- 
pheric changes,  the  aged  seeming  more  attacked  during  the  past 
year.  I think  sometimes  there  is  carelessness  in  the  not  wearing 
of  proper  apparel  and  as  regards  damp  clothing  and  bed 
linen.  The  practice  also  of  allowing  insufficient  clothing  to 
children  with  a view  to  hardening  them  is  to  be  deprecated, 
especially  so  if  the  food  of  the  young  is  improper  or  insufficient 
to  withstand  the  process. 
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Vital  Statistics. 

Births  and  Birth-rate. 

The  Births  registered  during  the  year  shows  a slight 
increase,  212  Births  are  recorded — Males,  125  ; Females,  87. 
In  the  previous  year  the  number  was  207.  Illegitimacy  is 
represented  by  2 Births.  The  estimated  Birth-rate  for  the  year 
is  23  per  thousand,  as  against  22.7  in  the  previous  year. 

Deaths  and  Death-rate. 

The  number  of  Deaths  registered  during  the  year  from  all 

kinds  of  illnesses  is  135,  males  59  and  76  females.  In  the 
previous  year  there  were  144  deaths.  The  average  number  of 
deaths  for  the  past  five  years  is  132. 

The  Death-rate  for  the  year  per  thousand  of  the  population 
after  making  the  necessary  corrections  is  14.6.  The  average 
annual  Death-rate  is  14.8. 

Infant  Mortality. 

The  mortality  occurring  in  infants  under  one  year  of  age  is 
25,  as  compared  with  35  in  the  previous  year.  The  estimated 
death-rate  per  thousand  children  born  in  the  district  during  the 
year  is  117.  In  the  previous  year  the  death-rate  was  169  per 
thousand  births.  The  average  rate  for  the  past  five  years  is  131. 
As  there  is  a general  preponderance  of  deaths  in  the  young 
infants  compared  with  the  other  ages,  an  increased  birth-rate 
means  an  increased  death-rate.  What  is  desired  is  a small 
death-rate  with  an  increased  birth-rate,  and  this  can  only  be 
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attained  by  greater  care  in  and  during  child-bearing,  nursing, 
and  avoidance  of  bottle-feeding  when  possible.  The  health  of 
mothers  is  not  all  that  is  desirable,  many  owing  to  occupation 
and  returning  too  early  to  work  contributing  to  an  increased 
mortality  amongst  infants.  The  principal  illness  amongst  infants 
is  that  of  the  bowels  in  the  form  of  Diarrhoea,  mostly  from  con- 
taminated milk  and  bottle-feeding ; seven  deaths  being  recorded 
from  this  illness  during  the  year  as  against  ten  in  the  year 
previous.  From  diseases  of  the  lungs  such  as  Bronchitis  and 
Pneumonia,  to  which  infants  are  particularly  liable,  there  were 
seven  deaths  under  one  year  and  four  deaths  from  one  to  ten 
years  of  age.  Perhaps  some  amelioration  of  conditions  tending 
to  diminishing  the  mortality  amongst  infants  might  be  brought 
about  by  having  Health  Visitors  in  giving  instructions  as  to  the 
feeding  and  nursing  of  infants.  However,  this  procedure  is 
deemed  advisable  by  many  Sanitary  Authorities.

Infectious  Diseases. 

During  the  year  there  has  been  reported  96  cases  of 
Infectious  diseases.  These  will  be  found  recorded  in  an  appended 
table  giving  particulars  of  the  illnesses. 
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Diphtheria  and  Croup, 

There  are  two  deaths  from  these  diseases  during  the  year, 
25  reported  cases  occurring.  The  average  death-rate  is  one  per 
thousand  of  the  population. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

No  deaths  have  been  recorded  from  this  affection  in  31 
notified  cases,  and  for  several  years  the  mortality  has  been  nil. 


Enteric  Fever. 

Out  of  four  reported  cases  of  this  illness  one  death  has 
occurred,  and  for  a few  years  there  has  been  no  mortality  arising 
from  this  disease. 

Measles. 

From  this  illness  there  were  five  deaths  during  the  year. 
The  exact  number  of  cases  occurring  is  not  estimated,  notification 
being  irregular  and  not  compulsory  as  other  cases  of  infectious 
diseases.  It  was  considered  desirable  to  close  the  Infant  depart- 
ments of  the  Schools  in  the  district  for  a short  period,  and  with 
satisfactory  results. 

Whooping  Cough. 

There  has  been  no  mortality  during  the  year  under  report. 

Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis. 

Bowel  diseases  under  the  above  class  or  category  number 
eight  as  having  proved  fatal ; seven  were  in  infants  under  one 
year  of  age  and  one  under  two  years  of  age.  These  affections  of 
the  Bowels  occur  generally  in  infants  and  are  attributable  to  the 
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exigencies  of  nursing  and  feeding.  In  the  previous  year  there 
were  fourteen  deaths  from  these  diseases.  The  death-rate  from 
diarrhoeal  diseases  during  the  year  is  0.9,  the  average  being  1.3 
per  1,000  during  the  past  five  years. 


Cancer. 

Nine  deaths  are  recorded  from  Cancer  affecting  the  Liver, 
Stomach,  and  Bowels,  representing  a mortality  of  one  per 
thousand  of  the  population — the  same  proportion  as  last  year. 
The  average  death-rate  from  this  disease  is  0.6  per  thousand. 
Nothing  is  known  as  to  the  cause  of  cancer. 

Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia. 

These  illnesses  are  generally  caused  by  varying  climatic 
conditions,  therefore  we  may  expect  a preponderance  of  these 
affections  in  this  district,  as  the  climate  is  of  a cold  and  rainy 
character.  There  have  been  34  deaths  from  Pneumonia  and 
Bronchitis,  giving  a death-rate  of  3.6  per  thousand.  13  Deaths 
are  under  5 years  of  age,  one  from  5 years  to  25  years,  and  20 
deaths  from  45  years  to  old  age.  There  is  an  average  death-rate 
of  2.7  from  these  diseases  during  the  past  five  years. 


Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 

The  number  of  deaths  recorded  during  the  year  from 
Tuberculosis  of  the  Lungs  is  nine,  the  same  as  in  the  previous 
year,  representing  a mortality  rate  of  one  per  thousand.  Eight 
of  the  cases  were  over  twenty-five  years  of  age. 

Other  Tuberculosis  Diseases. 

The  deaths  in  this  class  number  two  during  the  year. 
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Diseases  of  the  Kidneys. 

Four  deaths  are  recorded  from  Kidney  disease,  called 
Bright’s  Disease  of  the  Kidney,  an  inflammatory  form  following 
upon  Cold,  Scarlet  Fever,  Old  Age,  and  Intemperance. 


Dairies  and  Milk  Supply. 

The  Farms  and  Dairies  have  been  inspected  and  found  in  a 
fairly  satisfactory  condition.  The  further  particulars  relating  to 
this  division  of  sanitary  work  will  be  found  alluded  to  in  the 
appended  Inspector’s  Report. 

Food  Inspection. 

There  has  been  no  cases  of  offence  in  this  category  during 
the  year.  Previous  prosecutions  and  stringent  observations  seem 
to  have  had  a beneficial  result. 

The  Schools. 

The  Voluntary  and  Council  Schools  continue  to  carry  on 
their  beneficient  work  of  Education  under  satisfactory  conditions 
with  good  hygienic  surroundings,  and  the  children  are  fairly 
clothed  and  presentable.  Illness  occurring  among  the  scholars 
is  periodically  reported  upon  and  their  health  in  this  way 
becomes  known.  The  various  diseases  under  which  their  absence 
is  necessitated  are  also  classified  in  this  report. 


The  Water  Supply. 

A continuous  and  abundant  supply  of  potable  water  is 
transmitted  to  the  Township  by  the  Accrington  Corporation. 
Examination  as  to  its  quality  and  cleanness  is  repeatedly  made, 
and  it  is  free  from  any  taint  or  smell. 
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Housing  and  House  Accommodation. 

The  House  accommodation  for  the  inhabitants  of  the 
Township  is  ample  and  many  old  and  uninhabitable  houses  have 
either  been  condemned  and  made  habitable  or  closed.  The 
Report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  in  reference  to  this  department 
of  sanitary  work  will  be  found  appended.  New  houses  certified 
during  the  year  are  22. 


Sewage  and  Drainage. 

This  division  of  Sanitary  work  is  constantly  attended  to, 
inspected,  and  improvements  made  as  necessity  demands.

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Reflecting  upon  the  various  diseases  from  which  the 
mortality  has  occurred  it  is  evident  that  carelessness  and 
negligence  are  responsible  for  most  of  the  illnesses. 

After  a long  experience  I have  found  that  people  treat 
matters  of  health  as  not  worth  any  consideration:  but  in  their 
interests,  if  fitness  for  work  and  life  is  to  be  maintained,  it  may 
be  well  to  remind  the  inhabitants  that  during  the  present 
conflict,  economy  must  be  practised  and  the  purchase  of  only 
good  and  sound  food,  the  proper  cooking  of  it,  and  the  prevention 
of  any  waste,  considering  the  present  cost  of  living. 

The  efforts  of  Government  and  Sanitary  Authorities  to 
lessen  suffering  and  disease  are  almost  counteracted  by  ignorance 
and  the  disobedience  of  all  instructive  methods,  rendering 
Sanitary  legislation  and  Acts  of  Parliaments  of  little  avail  in 
diminishing  disease  and  mortality.

Gentlemen,  » 

I respectfully  beg  to  submit  for  your  consideration  my  Report 
on  Sanitary  work  for  the  year  1914,  being  the  eighth  of  such  reports 
I have  had  the  honour  to  present. 

Nuisances. 

One  hundred  and  seventy-one  complaints  relating  to  sanitary 
conveniences  of  the  waste-water  type  have  been  received,  and  on 
investigation  the  traps  or  drains  in  connection  therewith  were  found 
to  be  blocked. 

I respectfully  wish  to  record  the  objections,  in  my  opinion,  to 
the  above  type  of  closet,  as  contained  in  my  circular  letter  of 
March,  1913,  as  follows: — 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Highway  and 

Sanitary  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

Adverting  to  the  letters  from  the  Local  Government  Board 
of  the  10th  February  and  the  5th  March,  1914,  re  “slop  water- 
closets,”  I beg  to  place  before  you  a few  observations  for  your  con- 
sideration. 
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1.  In  order  to  obtain  sufficient  fall  in  the  drain  from  the 
slop-gulley  to  the  tipper-box,  it  is  necessary  in  most  cases  to  provide 
a long  shaft  or  barrel  between  the  pan  at  the  base  of  the  closet  and 
the  seat-board,  otherwise  the  pan  would  not  be  sufficiently  flushed, 
and  the  ordinary  contents  of  the  pan  would  remain. 

2.  The  adaptability  of  this  type  of  closet  for  the  reception 
of  miscellaneous  articles  which  cause  blockage  in  the  trap  at  its 
base,  the  long  shaft  becomes  gradually  filled  with  excreta  before  it 
is  noticed  by  the  tenants,  and  is  most  detrimental  to  the  health  of 
the  inhabitants. 

3.  The  nuisance  arising  from  accumulated  excreta  through 
defective  flushing  apparatus  or  other  causes  is  always  objectionable. 

4.  The  cost  incurred  by  the  Council,  on  account  of  one  of 
the  workmen  being  sent  on  complaint  to  remove  blockages  where 
possible  and  speedily  abate  the  nuisance,  might  be  considered. 

The  average  cost  per  annum  for  the  last  five  years  allowing 
one  hour  per  closet  at  sixpence  per  hour  £4,  or  a total  of  £20.

5.  It  cannot  be  said  that  the  “ slop  water-closet  ” saves 
water  to  any  appreciable  extent  over  and  above  the  “ fresh  water- 
closet,”  because  in  many  instances  the  water  tap  is  turned  on  and 
water  allowed  to  run  to  waste  for  a considerable  time  in  order  to 
flush  the  closet  when  it  is  not  required, 


6.  If  is  a common  occurrence  for  various  articles  to  get  into 
the  drain  beyond  the  trap  and  block  up  the  drain  between  the  closet 
and  the  sewer,  which  in  order  to  relieve  same  causes  considerable 
expense  to  the  owner  of  the  property  as  it  is  then  necessary  to  take 
up  the  back  roadway  and  break  open  the  drain  to  reach  the  point 
of  obstruction,  and  afterwards  make  good  all  displacements. 

7.  The  “ slop  water-closet  ” is  not  free  from  danger  to  the 
health  of  the  person  using  it,  inasmuch  as  the  long  barrel  or  shaft 
soon  becomes  fouled  with  excreta  being  deposited  on  its  internal 
parts,  and  requires  so  much  attention  to  keep  it  clean  that  in  the 
majority  of  cases  it  is  neglected  altogether. 

8.  The  excremental  deposit  on  the  internal  surface  of  the 
barrel  or  shaft  may  be  from  a person  suffering  unknowingly  in  the 
primary  stage  of  an  infectious  disorder  such  as  Enteric  Fever,  or 
the  deposit  may  be  from  the  evacuations  of  a person  suffering  from 
fever  in  an  advanced  stage  being  put  into  the  closet  without  first 
being  disinfected,  and  might  be  sufficient  to  infect  another  person 
subsequently  using  the  same  closet. 

9.  In  order  to  obviate  the  foregoing  disadvantages  I would 
strongly  recommend  that  in  future  all  new  buildings  be  required  to 
have  a “ fresh  water-closet,”  and  where  possible  the  existing  “waste 
water-closets  ” be  converted. 

The  proficiency  of  the  “fresh  water-closet”  is  indisputable. 

Its  efficiency  is  beyond  question,  and  it  is  generally  acknow- 
ledged from  a public  health  point  of  view  that  the  modern  “ fresh 
water  rim  flushed  pedestal  wash  down  closet”  is  superior  to  any 
other  type  of  closet  manufactured. 

If  the  pedestal  is  made  of  strong  stone-ware  it  will  stand 
considerable  rough  usage. 


The  depth  from  the  seat-board  to  the  base  of  the  pedestal 
being  only  about  18  inches,  the  internal  part  is  always  visible,  any 
objectionable  article  easily  removed  and  possible  blockage  prevented. 

The  small  quantity  of  water  required  to  remove  the  ordinary 
contents  from  the  pan  and  re-seal  or  trap  it,  so  as  not  to  admit 
sewer-gas  returning  from  the  sewer,  being  automatically  regulated 
prevents  a waste  of  water. 

Should  the  flushing  of  the  closet  be  occasionally  neglected  it 
is  impossible  for  any  large  quantity  of  excreta  to  accumulate  in  the 
pedestal  without  being  quickly  detected  ; also  any  small  adhesion  of 
excreta  to  the  internal  surface  is  easily  removed. 

In  the  case  of  general  Sanitary  Inspection  it  is  much  easier 
to  note  the  condition  of  a fresh  water-closet. 

Were  the  District  Gas  and  Water  Board  to  allow  water  for 
one  fresh  water-closet  per  house  (without  extra  charge  as  at  present), 
a great  objection  to  the  conversion  of  existing  slop  water-closets 
would  be  removed,  while  at  the  same  time  probably  less  water  would 
be  used  (see  remarks  under  5). 

The  objection  to  freezing  in  winter  of  the  water-supply-pipe 
might  be  overcome  to  a large  extent  by  erection  of  the  closet  against 
the  external  wall  of  the  dwelling-house,  thereby  requiring  only  a 
short  length  of  water-service- pipe.

The  following  circular  letter  was  sent  to  45  horse-owners 
who  had  manure  middensteads  in  the  vicinity  of  dwelling-houses: — 

CLAYTON-LE-MOORS  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 


Dear  Sir, 

I beg  to  call  your  attention  to  a resolution  made  on  the  8th  day  of 
June,  1914,  by  the  Clayton-le-Moors  Urban  District  Council,  which  reads  as 
follows  : — 

“ That  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances  be  instructed  to  issue  notices 
that  manure  heaps  in  the  vicinity  of  houses  must  be  cleared  weekly, 
failing  which,  he  be  authorised  to  take  the  necessary  steps  to  cause 
such  removal.” 

Further,  I would  call  your  attention  to  Sections  49  and  50  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1875,  which  reads  as  follows  : 

Section  49.  “ Where  in  any  Urban  District  it  appears  to  the 

Inspector  of  Nuisances  that  any  accumulation  of  manure,  dung,  soil  or 
filth  or  other  offensive  or  noxious  matter  ought  to  be  removed,  he  shall 
give  notice  to  the  person  to  whom  the  same  belongs,  or  to  the  occupier 
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of  the  premises  whereon  it  exists,  to  remove  the  same,  and  if  such  notice 
is  not  complied  with  within  twenty-four  hours  from  the  service  thereof , 
the  manure,  dung,  soil  or  filth  or  matter  referred  to  shall  be  vested  in  and 
be  sold  or  disposed  of  by  the  Urban  Authority,  and  the  proceeds  thereof 
shall  be  applied  in  payment  of  the  expenses  incurred  by  them  in  the 
execution  of  this  section ; and  the  surplus  (if  any)  shall  be  paid  on  demand 
to  the  owner  of  the  matter  removed.” 

“The  expenses  of  removal  by  the  Urban  Authority  of  any  such 
accumulation,  if,  and  so  far  as  they  are  not  covered  by  the  sale  thereof, 
may  be  recovered  by  the  Urban  Authority  in  a summary  manner  from  the 
person  to  whom  the  accumulation  belongs,  or  from  the  occupier  of  the 
premises,  or  (where  there  is  no  occupier)  from  the  owner.” 

Section  50.  “Notice  may  be  given  by  any  Urban  Authority  (by 
public  announcement  in  the  district  or  otherwise)  for  periodical  removal 
of  manure  or  other  refuse  matter  from  mews,  stables  or  other  premises; 
and  where  any  such  notice  has  been  given  any  person  to  whom  the  manure 
or  other  refuse  matter  belongs  who  fails  so  to  remove  the  same , or  per- 
mits a further  accumulation,  and  does  not  continue  such  periodical  re- 
moval at  such  intervals  as  the  Urban  Authority  direct,  shall  be  liable 
without  further  notice  to  a penalty  not  exceeding  twenty  shillings  for 
each  day  during  which  such  manure  or  other  refuse  is  permitted  to 
accumulate . ’ ’ 

I hereby  give  you  notice  to  remove  weekly  all  manure  heaps  in 
accordance  with  the  above  resolution.

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Infectious  Diseases. 

Ninety-six  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  have  been  notified 
during  the  year,  as  compared  with  49,  1907;  48,  1908;  44,  1909; 
43,  1910;  24,  1911;  36,  1912;  71,  1913. 

Particulars  of  the  96  cases  are  shown  in  Table  I. 

Enquiries  were  made  in  connection  with  59  cases,  viz. : — 
31  Scarlet  Fever,  24  Diphtheria,  and  4 Enteric  Fever. 

As  these  cases  were  being  treated  at  home  verbal  and  printed 
instructions  were  given  to  those  in  charge  of  the  patients,  with 
regard  to  isolation  and  care  to  be  taken  by  other  members  of  the 
family. 

Further,  with  regard  to  children  of  School  age,  I have 
endeavoured  to  carry  out  the  recommendations  contained  in  the 
Annual  Report  (1913)  of  the  Medical  Superintendent  of  Schools, 
especially  those  relating  to  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria,  but  have 
met  with  some  opposition,  as  the  periods  of  quarantine  considered 
to  be  sufficient  by  the  Local  Medical  Attendants  do  not  coincide 
with  those  of  the  Medical  Superintendent  of  Schools  ; also  that 
children  have  been  urged  to  return  to  school  as  soon  as  possible 
after  disinfection  of  the  infected  rooms  has  been  carried  out. 

Analysis  of  the  Notifications  of  Infectious  Diseases  and  the 
days  of  quarantine  will  be  found  in  Table  II. 

Inspections  with  regard  to  the  general  surroundings  were 
made  at  the  premises  where  the  diseases  had  occurred,  and  any 
nuisances  found  were  dealt  with  immediately. 

The  Milk  and  other  food  supply  was  also  enquired  into  with 
the  endeavour  to  trace,  if  possible,  any  cause  of  disease  from  these 


sources. 
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Disinfectants  in  liquid  form  (Izal)  were  supplied  free  of 
charge  to  each  house  from  which  a case  of  Infectious  Disease  had 
been  notified  ; also  a powdered  disinfectant  where  desired. 

The  rooms  and  bedding,  etc.,  were  disinfected  by  the  use  of 
Formaldehyde  (vap-lamps)  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  following 
request  had  been  returned  to  the  Health  Department.

Schools. 

On  account  of  an  epidemic  of  Measles  three  Infant  Schools 
were  closed  and  thoroughly  disinfected  and  cleansed. 

The  sanitary  conveniences  at  all  the  Schools  have  also 
received  some  attention  and  appear  to  have  been  kept  in  a 
satisfactory  condition. 
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Pamphlets  containing  instructions  to  persons  suffering  from 
Tuberculosis  were  sent  by  post  in  sealed  envelopes  to  the  head  of 
the  household  of  persons  notified  under  the  tuberculosis  regula- 
tions, with  an  intimation  that  disinfectants  could  be  obtained  at 
the  Council  Office,  and  any  room  in  the  house  disinfected  “free  of 
charge”  by  giving  24  hours’  notice  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

The  periods  of  quarantine — for  persons  suffering  from  an 
infectious  disease — as  recommended  by  the  Medical  Super- 
intendent of  Schools  is,  so  far  as  relates  to  Measles,  Scarlet  Fever, 
Diphtheria,  Enteric  or  Typhoid  Fever  as  follows: — 

Measles. — For  convalescents,  four  weeks  from  the  begin- 
ning of  the  attack. 

Scarlet  Fever. — A child  attacked  by  the  disease  should 
be  kept  away  from  school  for  at  least  a fortnight  after  returning 
from  hospital,  or  if  treated  at  home , for  a fortnight  after  the 
house  has  been  disinfected , a period  of  about  eight  weeks 
altogether.  If  there  are  any  discharges  from  nose  or  ears,  the 
child  should  not  return  to  school. 

No  child  living  in  the  same  house  should  return  to  school 
for  two  weeks  after  the  disinfection  of  the  house. 

Diphtheria. — The  infected  child  should  not  return  to  school 
until  four  weeks  after  returning  from  hospital,  or  if  treated  at 
home , until  four  weeks  after  the  disinfection  of  the  house. 
Children  living  in  the  same  house  should  be  excluded  for  two 
weeks  after  the  removal  of  the  patient  to  hospital.  If  the  sick 
child  is  not  removed  to  hospital,  no  other  child  from  the  same 
house  should  attend  school  until  two  weeks  after  the  disinfection 
of  the  house. 

« 

Enteric  or  Typhoid  Fever. — The  sick  child  is  excluded 
until  he  is  quite  well  and  strong  again.  Other  children  living  in 
the  same  house  who  are  not  themselves  ill  need  not  be  excluded.

KILL  ALL  FLIES! 


Don’t  allow  flies  in  your  house. 

Don’t  permit  them  near  your  food — especially  milk. 

Flies  are  among  the  most  dangerous  insects  known  to  man. 

Flies  are  the  filthiest  of  all  vermin.  They  are  born  in  filth,  live  on  filth, 
and  carry  filth  around  with  them.  They  are  maggots  before  they  are  flies. 

Flies  are  known  to  be  carriers  of  millions  of  death-dealing  disease 
germs.  They  leave  some  of  these  germs  wherever  they  alight. 

Flies  may  infect  the  food  you  eat.  They  come  to  the  kitchen  or  dinner 
table  fresh  from  ashpits,  privies,  manure  heaps,  decayed  animal  or  vegetable 
matter,  from  the  sick  room  and  elsewhere  with  all  sorts  of  filth  on  their  feet 
so  that  you  may  be  constantly  eating  filth  from  these  places. 

All  food  and  especially  milk,  should  be  screened  from  flies.  When 
germs  are  deposited  they  multiply  at  an  enormous  rate. 

Do  not  eat  food  that  has  been  contaminated  by  flies. 

Flies  may  infect  you  with  Consumption,  Typhoid  Fever,  Diphtheria, 
and  other  infectious  diseases.  After  feeding  on  sputum  from  consumptive 
persons  and  the  discharges  from  persons  suffering  from  infectious  diseases, 
flies  may  go  direct  to  your  food,  to  your  drink,  to  the  lips  of  your  sleeping 
child,  or  perhaps  to  a small  open  wound  on  your  hands  or  face. 


HOW  TO  GET  RID  OF  FLIES. 


Catch  the  flies  as  fast  as  they  appear.  Use  sticky  fly-papers  and  traps. 

Do  not  allow  dirt  to  accumulate  in  corners,  behind  doors,  on  ledges, 
etc.  Allow  no  decaying  matter  to  accumulate  near  your  house. 

Ash-bins  and  ash-pits  should  be  covered,  and  after  being  emptied 
should  be  sprinkled  with  a disinfectant. 

The  contents  of  privies  and  of  privy  pails  should  be  kept  well  covered 
with  earth.  Flies  appear  to  be  especially  attracted  to  human  excrement. 

Manure  should  be  removed  from  proximity  to  dwelling-houses  once  a 
week.  The  manure  pit  should  be  completely  emptied  and  sprinkled  with  a 
disinfectant. 

Fruit  parings,  potato  parings,  and  other  vegetable  refuse,  and  leavings 
at  meal  times,  should  not  be  put  into  the  ash-pit  or  ash-bin,  but  put  on  the 
fire  and  burnt  immediately.

Unsound  Food. 

The  Food  Supply  has  received  the  usual  supervision  during 
the  year,  and  with  the  exception  of  one  or  two  verbal  warnings 
it  was  not  necessary  to  take  any  further  action. 

Slaughter-Houses. 

There  are  six  slaughter-houses  used  for  the  purpose  of 
slaughtering  animals  intended  for  human  consumption  within 
the  Township,  five  of  which  are  registered  and  one  licensed 
premises,  and  are  sufficient  for  the  present  requirements  of  the 
district. 
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Frequent  visits  have  been  paid  to  the  slaughter-houses 
for  the  purpose  of  inspecting  the  meat,  and  to  see  that  they 
were  kept  in  a sanitary  condition,  as  they  are  all  situated  in 
close  proximity  to  dwelling-houses  in  different  parts  of  the 
Township. 

The  removal  of  offal,  etc.,  and  lime-washing  of  the  internal 
walls  have  been  properly  attended  to. 


Farms,  Dairies,  and  Cow-Sheds. 

The  farms  have  received  the  usual  attention  during  the 

year. 

The  following  Notice  was  sent  to  each  of  the  occupiers  of 
the  farms  twice  during  the  year,  requesting  that  the  lime-washing 
of  the  cow-sheds  and  dairies  should  be  strictly  attended  to  in 
accordance  with  the  regulations  made  under  the  Dairies  and 
Cowsheds  Order,  1885.

Dear  Sir, 

I have  to  call  your  attention  to  that  clause  of  the  Dairies, 
Cowsheds,  &c.,  Regulations,  which  reads  as  follows: — 

“ Every  Cowkeeper  shall  cause  the  ceiling  or  interior  of  the 
roof,  and  the  walls,  and  woodwork  of  every  cowshed  in  his 
occupation  to  be  properly  limewashed  twice  at  least  in  every 
year,  that  is  to  say,  once  during  the  month  of  May,  and 
once  during  the  month  of  October,  and  at  such  other  times 
as  may  be  necessary.” 

And  Hereby  give  you  Notice  to  thoroughly  cleanse  and  limewash 
the  Ceilings,  Walls  and  all  Woodwork  in  your  Cowsheds  within  ONE 
MONTH  from  the  above  date.

In  one  instance  the  occupier  of  a farm  deliberately  delayed 
the  lime-washing  of  his  cow-sheds  beyond  the  October  term,  which 
caused  the  Council  to  have  to  threaten  him  with  legal  proceedings 
before  complying. 


Again  complaints  have  been  received_thatAthe  compulsory 
lime- washing  of  the  cowsheds  twice  per  year  in  accordance  with 
the  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  Regulations,  and  has  caused  a 
grievance  among  some  of  the  farmers  in  this  district,  as  they 
contend  that  the  Cow-keepers  in  the  neighbouring  districts  are 
not  called  upon  to  lime-wash  their  cowsheds  more  than  once  per 
year. 

To  ensure  thorough  cleansing  and  disinfection,  all  Cow- 
sheds should  be  lime-washed  at  least  twice  per  year,  especially 
so,  now  that  the  Tuberculosis  Order  of  1913,  under  the  Diseases 
of  Animals  Acts,  is  in  force. 

In  many  instances  it  is  a difficult  matter  to  get  the  cow- 
keepers  to  groom  their  cows,  the  farmer  apparently  thinking  that 
it  is  the  beast’s  nature  to  have  its  hind-quarters  covered  with 
manure  in  the  form  of  dry  patches  and  buttons,  a state  of  things 
that  ought  not  to  exist. 

It  is  most  essential  that  the  cows  should  be  kept  well 
groomed,  in  order  to  obtain  as  clean  a milk  supply  as  possible; 
also  the  persons  engaged  in  milking  the  cows  should  see  that 
their  hands  and  clothing  are  free  from  dirt  and  dust. 

Notices  relating  to  two  cases  only  under  the  Tuberculosis 
Order,  1913,  were  received  during  the  year,  viz. : a cow  suffering 
from  Tuberculosis  with  emaciation,  and  another  cow  suffering 
from  Tuberculosis  of  the  Udder.  After  the  animals  had  been 
removed  from  the  farm  the  sheds  wherein  they  had  been  isolated 
were  thoroughly  lime-washed. 
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I am  pleased  to  observe  that  several  of  the  Cow- keepers  in 
the  District  are  realizing  the  advantages  to  be  obtained  from  the 
use  of  lime-spraying  machines,  instead  of  the  old  method  of 
using  a brush  when  lime-washing  their  cowsheds. 

Not  only  is  time  and  labour  saved  by  their  use,  but  the 
lime-wash  is  sprayed  on  the  walls,  etc.,  in  an  almost  even  thick- 
ness and  leaves  a much  improved  surface.  Further,  the  lime- 
wash  can  be  made  to  penetrate  the  interstices  in  the  ceilings, 
walls,  etc. 

In  one  instance,  the  Cow-keeper  was  so  satisfied  with  the 
result  obtained  with  a machine  that  he  had  the  walls,  ceiling, 
etc.,  of  his  cowsheds  cleaned  and  lime-sprayed  four  times  during 
the  year  instead  of  twice,  showing  that  the  time  and  labour 
required  was  much  less  than  required  in  the  old  method — also  a 
secondary  consideration  when  the  health  of  his  cattle  and  clean- 
liness of  his  cowsheds  were  taken  into  account. 

Offensive  Trades. 

The  general  observance  of  the  regulations  applying  to  the 
trades  of  Soap-boiling,  Tallow-melting  and  Tripe-boiling,  have 
been  attended  to  by  the  persons  engaged  therein. 

Smoke  Observations. 

Twenty  observations  of  smoke  being  emitted  from  the 
factory  chimneys  were  taken,  and  in  four  cases  only  was  it  found 
necessary  to  point  out  to  the  owners  that  an  excessive  erpission 
of  black  smoke  had  been  noticed. 

The  time  limit  for  emission  of  black  smoke,  fixed  by  the 
Council,  is  ten  minutes  per  hour.
